In Danger'; 


Valve Leaks 


PASADENA, Calif. (A P ) — 
Scientists reached more than 
100,000 miles into space by re­ 
mote control early today, trying 
to plug a helium gas valve leak 
that threatened to cause Ameri­ 
ca’s Surveyor 5 to smash into 
the moon. 


“ The mission is in danger,” 
said a spokesman at Pasadena’s 
Jct 
Propulsion 
Laboratory, 
where scientists delicately and 
desperately worked against the 
clock to close the helium valve. 
“ If the leak doesn’t stop, the 
craft can’t soft land on the 
moon,’' 
the 
spokesman 
ex 
plained, “ lf it can’t soft land, its 
soil-testing equipment and cam 
era will be destroyed.” 
Scientists 
may 
nudge 
the 
2,200-pound space craft into an 
orbit around the earth, they 
said, 
if 
the 
leak 
can’t 
be 
plugged. Computers tried to de­ 
termine alternative plans and 
the speed with which the helium 
was leaking. 
The leakage developed after a 
routine 
midcourse 
correction 
was 
ordered, 
requiring 
the 
craft’s three liquid fuel engines 
to be fired. 
The spacecraft had been due 
to land on the moon—221,575 
miles from earth—Sunday after­ 
noon. 
‘‘Orbiting 
the 
spacecraft 
around the earth would save the 
spacecraft—but 
we 
wouldn’t 
have any hope of ever getting it 
to the moon,” the spokesman 
said. 
He said its cameras might be 
of some use in taking earth pho­ 
tographs, 
but 
its 
soil-testing 
equipment would be wasted. 
Scientists 
said 
the 
helium 
tank’s valve must be closed to 
preserve the helium, required to 
pressurize the liquid fuel in the 
spacecraft’s three control rock­ 
ets. 
Without the control rockets, 
which would slow the spacecraft 
to a landing of IO miles an hour 
or less, the vehicle would plum­ 
met at high speed into the lunar 
surface. 
Surveyor’s main thrust rocket 
can’t slow the craft to less than 
350 miles an hour, scientists ex­ 
plain. 
Scientists fired and refired the 
three liquid-fuel engines repeat­ 
edly, trying to jiggle the auto­ 
matic helium tank valve to tthe 
closed position. The attempts 
failed. 
By varying the rocket firings, 
however, scientists managed to 
keep the spacecraft on its sched 
uled course toward the Sea of 
Tranquility, on the right of the 
moon’s lighted side.

Valve Leaks 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
Scientists reached more than 
100,000 miles into space by re­ 
mote control early today, trying 
to plug a helium gas valve leak 
that threatened to cause Ameri­ 
ca’s Surveyor 5 to smash into 
the moon. 
“The mission is in danger,” 
said a spokesman at Pasadena’s 
Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory, 
where scientists delicately and 
desperately worked against the 
clock to close the helium valve. 
“If the leak doesn’t stop, the 
craft can’t soft land on the 
moon,” 
the 
spokesman 
ex­ 
plained. “ If it can’t soft land, its 
soil-testing equipment and cam­ 
era will be destroyed.” 
Scientists 
may 
nudge 
the 
2,200-pound space craft into an 
orbit around the earth, they 
said, 
if the 
leak 
can’t 
be 
plugged. Computers tried to de­ 
termine alternative plans and 
the speed with which the helium 
was leaking. 
The leakage developed after a 
routine 
midcourse 
correction 
was 
ordered, 
requiring 
the 
craft’s three liquid fuel engines 
to be fired. 
The spacecraft had been due 
to land on the moon—221,575 
miles from earth—Sunday after­ 
noon. 
‘‘Orbiting 
the 
spacecraft 
around the earth would save the 
spacecraft—but 
we 
wouldn’t 
have any hope of ever getting it 
to the moon.” the spokesman 
said. 
He said its cameras might be 
of some use in taking earth pho­ 
tographs, 
but 
its 
soil-testing 
equipment would be wasted. 
Scientists 
said 
the 
helium 
tank’s valve must be closed to 
preserve the helium, required to 
pressurize the liquid fuel in Hie 
spacecraft’s three control rock­ 
ets. 
Without the control rockets, 
which would slow the spacecraft 
to a landing of IO miles an hour 
or less, the vehicle would plum­ 
met at high speed into the lunar 
surface. 
Surveyor’s main thrust rocket 
can’t slow the craft to less than 
350 miles an hour, scientists ex­ 
plain. 
Scientists fired and refired the 
three liquid-fuel engines repeat­ 
edly, trying to jiggle the auto­ 
matic helium tank valve to tthe 
closed position. The attempts 
failed. 
By varying the rocket firings, 
however, scientists managed to 
keep the spacecraft on its sched 
uled course toward the Sea of 
Tranquility, on the right of the 
moon’s lighted side.

2. Wash easy-care fabrics oft­ 
en. Don’t wait for heavy soil 
to build up.

stains are easy to remove. The 
longer the delay in washing the 
harder it is to get out stains. 
3. Pretreat greasy soil with 
cleaning fluid, full strength liq­ 
uid 
detergent 
or 
detergent 
paste. Work detergent into fab­ 
ric and soak lo to 15 minutes 
for color fast fabrics. 
4. Use cool or warm water. 
If essential to soil removal, you 
may use hot water for washing, 
but do not spin out the wash 
water until it feels cool to the 
hands. 
Adjusting 
controls

hand — if necessary — can 
save ironing. 
5. Wash only long enough to 
remove soil. 
6. RINSE in w ater that feels 
cool or cold to the hands (below 
98 degrees F.). 
7. Shorten the water extrac­ 
tion time after the wash and 
rinse cycles, (if it’s not autom a­ 
tically done by your machine.) 
8. Set the dryer at low or 
medium heat. 
9. When clothes are 
nearly 
dry, tumble them for IO min­ 
utes without heat. 
10. Remove im mediately aud 
hang.

which 
automatically 
regulate 
or "program ” shprt cycles and

A spokesman tor the Health. 
Education and Welfare D epart­ 
m ent’s National Clearing House 
for Smoking and Health, asked 
w hether it would increase its 
output 
of 
radio TV 
spot 
an­ 
nouncements telling of the haz­ 
ards of •-moking. said: “ We’re 
already increasing it and will 
continue to do so.” 
The gov­ 
ernm ent agency emphasizes the 
diseases em physem a and lung 


cancer in its messages. 
In New York, a spokesman 
for the American Cancer Socie 
tv said that while broadcasters 
fought 
the 
FCC 
ruling, 
they 
have given the society plenty of 
air tim e in New York for spot 
announcements. 
“ We couldn’t get them 
out

enough,”

said. 
“ The decision of the FCC sets 
a dangerous precedent,” com-

“ Where do you draw the line?

alcoholics 
that come back to the court 
findings has been cut down.’’ he said.
